Some
Buch deluded being ns this must Mr, Willlam
Morey have been, whose cage came up yester-
day before Judge Curtls. The Judge himself
lives luxurionsly in Fourteenth streel, near
Delmonico's, and has his menls sent him every
day from that restauraut, so that he is qualified

* for sympathizing with gentlemen and ladies
who fare worse than himself. Mr. Morey's
grievances are especially interesting because
they so waphically expose a certain detested
phase of New York lifée—boarding-liouse exis-
tence. According to his evidence, he engaged
rooms and board lust November ol a lady resid-
ing in West Fonrteenth street, between Sixth
and Seventh nvenues, IHis family consisted of
himself, his wile, a nurse, two children, and a
dog. For these he pald 874 per week, and re-
ceived in return, according to hls statements, a
diet consisting largely of pork and beans as the
piece de resistance (and he reslsted Lt very
gtro i Iy indeed), and peanuts and dates s
dessert. These were occasionally varied with
such delicacles as hagh and crackers. At distant

interv I8  the lndy of the house went to
th: extent of providing poultry, which
is eald to have becn  suggestive of

ti» farm-vard in another sense than that of
having originally been taken thence. Thege
things to eat did Mr. Morey eerisusly decline,
He told his landlady that he wanted duck, so
ghe went to Jefferson Market and provided one
whose asromatic propertles took away the appe-
tite of every one al the table. She is further
gald to have indulged in cheap bonquetsasdeco-
rations, and to have embellished her table with
posies that didn'l smell and poultry that did.
Bhe never swept her stairs down, nor had the
window-panes cleaned. She charged Mr. Morey
six dollars for & broken pitcher, two dollars and
a half for a broken chair, and fifty cents for a
night-ke.. She had boarders who were so
wanting n refinement as to call perspiration
“isweat” ana the gravy of meat “'blood,” and to
make i,vidious remarks about Mr. Morey and
family relative to their “putting on airs.” So
much for Mr. Morey’s side of the story. His
landlady, a matronly-looking brunette, on
taking the stand, swore that if her honse
was dirty, it was made so by the eternal trape-
elng through it of Mr. Morey's children and dog;
that on Mr. Morey's expressing a desire for
duck, she got out of bed and with
her own legs (particular attention 13 requested
to the fact that these appendages were the pri-
vate property of the lady) went to market and
bought one: that the “crackers” which Mr. M.
turned up his nasty nose at were beautiful ege-
biseuit, the best in town; thal he was guiltlezs
of pork and beans, with the exception of a
golitary Saturday night, and innocent of hash
except on Hash-Wednesday (the lady is Eng-
ligh); that Mr. M, was so deficlent in common
discernment that he couldn’t distinguish jpen-
nuts from filberts, and that her table was at once
the envy and despair of every lady in the neigh-
borhood who ‘‘received guests." *“‘If I am re-
duced in clrcumstances, I'm a lady yet!" were
the concluding words of this injured hostees,
who took occasion to explain that she did not
pretend to Lkeep a bLoarding-house and to take
boarders, but only to ‘“receive guests” us
companions for her in hér more leisure mo-
ments.

three weeks board, 222, which she =aid he had

The Garden Uoncerts,

A very great change has this year tuken place
in the character of the garden-concérts held on
the outskirts of the city.

The audiences have won-
derfully improved in character. The beer-
drinking and the other drinking, the smokiog
and the spitiing, have been almost altogether
done away with, and plenty of well-dressed
and irreproachable women give the entertain-
ment dignity, beanty, and respectability. Theone
rival of Central Park Garden 1s Terrace Garden,
sltuated st the intersection’ of Fifty-eighth
street with Third avenue. The situation is far
from being as favorable as that of Central Park
Garden. From the latler you can walk Imme-
distely into the Park itself, nud lose yourself
amid its green tangles and ravelled skeins of
wildwood. At Terrace Garden, however, all
your sources of enjoyment must be found within
the limits of the garden itsell. There last night
Mr. E, Grun insogurated a season of opera
bouffe in German, the opera being Barbe Bleue,
and the princlpal singers Mr. Habelmaun and
Miss Pauline Ceanlssa.
